Expenditures on the Various 
City Parks. 


BIG BODY OP OBK DISCOVERED. 


L adies’ B enev o len t S ociety A nnual 
M eeting—T be Glass M urder 
Case in C ourt. 


There was no meeting of the Park 
Commissioners laBt night, the only mem ­ 
ber of the board present being Mr. Suth­ 
erland H atton. 
Clerk Robinson had 
prepared the annual report of the board 
for its adoption, showing a total expend­ 
iture of $21,833.40. Of this sum $1,112.26 
has been expended upon the Sixth-etreet 
paik, $381.55 upon the Plaza park, 
$3,694.91 on the E ast Side (50 acres) park, 
$1,560.20 on Prospect park, $9,627 92 on 
West Lake park, $3,906.30 on the Elyeian 
park, $304.75 on the new City H all 
grounds, $964.05 on the Nursery, and the 
general expenses amounted to $221.55. 
A communication has been sent to the 
board, and will be brought up at its next 
meeting, from the 
Finance Commit­ 
tee of the Council, calling its attention to 
the fact that the City Fathers have or­ 
dered the Finance Committee to credit a 
m onthly allowance of $2,084 only, or 
one-twelvth of the appropriation made 
for the departm ent. I t states that the 
amounts already audited are generously 
beyond the limit, as follows: September, 
$3,402.25; October, $2,106; November, 
$2,190.36, and for December (already), 
$2,296.90. There are eleven demands 
aggregating $871.48, which cannot be 
passed until January, and m ust be paid 
before the monthly pay-rolls of the de­ 
partm ent. 
The Finance 
Committee 
therefore requests the board not to ap­ 
prove any bills or expend any more 
money than that which is absolutely 
necessary, so as to avoid exceeding its 
monthly allowance.

Gustave Miller, a Wells-Fargo agent 
who was in town yesterday, 
brought 
news of an im portant discovery of gold 
in one of the abandoned ledges at Havi- 
lah, in Kern county, which has recently 
taken place. From I860 to 1870 the Hav- 
ilah mines wore among the most famous 
in th e State, and an immense quantity of 
valuable ore wqb taken oat. At one time 
24 quartz mills were in Operation there 
and a lively trade was in progress with 
this city. The ledges finally seem ed to 
be qnite worked out and th e place was 
abandoned. 
Some time ago a num ber of prospectors 
went to work digging under one of the 
abandoned ledges and they finally struck 
w hat appeared to be a very rich lead of 
ore. A quantity of quartz was taken out 
and sent up to San Francisco to be as­ 
sayed. The two tons which were sent 
yielded 
a 
total of $700 
profit, or 
$850 a ton. This dem onstrated beyond 
3 
uestion the value and importance of the 
iscovery. and it has aronsed a high 
degree of interest in the mining possi­ 
bilities of the locality. I t is believed by 
the discoverers that they have struck a 
richer and more extensive lead than any 
of those which made th e place famous 
thirty years ago. 
H avilah is about tw enty miles north­ 
east of Bakersfield, and about fifteen 
miles from the track of the Bonthern 
Pacific.

$1,611.05, and that the balance of last 
year added gives a total of $1,800.44.

We are under great obligations to the 
Board of Supervisors for th eir tim ely as­ 
sistance in lightening the weight th a t 
often wonld have been too heavy to carry 
without them , and are grateful to the 
doctors of the city for their readiness in 
responding to calls. The press has always 
been willing to accommodate us, and we 
have reason to extend hearty thanka to 
the K nights of Pythias for the frequent 
nee of their hall: We wish to acknowl­ 
edge also, the Thanksgiving offering of

A t 10 o’clock yesterday m orning th» 
preliminary exam ination into the caee 
against Felipe Chavez, one of the threw

Tropico, was commenced before Jostle» 
H . C. Austin. The defendant’s attorney 
moved for continuance on the ground 
that Ramon Carillo, a m aterial witneaw 
for the defense, was absent, and filed a n 
affidavit in support thereof, setting forth 
what facts he expected to prove by him . 
The Court, however, denied the motion, 
and ordered the attorneys to proceed 
with the examination. 
Franklin Pierce, the com plainant in 
the case, was the first witness called. 
His testimony was merely a repetition of 
th at given by him a t the Coroner’s in­ 
quest, on the 25th nit. 
H e was subjected 
to a very severe cross-examination by 
the defendant’s counsel, which, however, 
failed to shake his testimony in any 
particular. 
A t about 3 :30 o’clock in the afternoon 
Pierce was excused, and R. D. Kelly, 
the engineer of the Southern Pacific 
locomotive No. 216, took the stand.

Judge Cheney’s court was the center 
of all legal attractions yesterday. A 
large crowd of prurient-minded people 
packed it to suffocation in order to hear all 
th e dirty details of this extraordinary 
case. The witness who was on the 
night before, Miss Josie Corbett, still 
held the stand. 8. M. Peyton had her 
in hand. 
He made a little stir by pro­ 
ducing the famous threatening letter 
supposed to have been m eant for Mrs. 
Davidson, a friend of Josie. It was as 
follows: 
“ Los A n o r l b s , August 17,1889. 
M b s . D a v id s o n , H a g — The object of 
this letter is to warn you to keep your 
m outh shut or m ight wish you had, 
and I advise you..................to do............... 
you have been doing. By this I mean 
do not let the reporter in at the back 
door and run your children out at the 
front. That 1 m ust say is a nice way 
to do. 1 will take your old bones and 
satler them all over th at deired reporter 
look at your old shabby eyes and I 
think you must be in a pretty mess. 
Mot only the reporter do you with but 
your—every th at comes along you are a 
perfect devil in hum an form ................ 
w hat is spoke all over Los Angeles. . 
................... would have kept your mouth 
Y. '.. . . . . . . . . I would not have wrote this 
.......................the Gods if ycu dont keep 
darn mouth shut you and 
...................... W atson both 
will get in 
trouble......................................W ant to hear 
no more from either. 
B 8 W and M E G.* 
This letter was written on a bit of 
yellow paper such as the printers call by 
the tecnmcal nam e of ‘•chemical.” It 
was ruled as legal cap, and this sort of 
paper is smooth like letter paper. This 
paper had been torn to ehrede and 
patches and pieced together by being 
pasted o d another sheet of paper. Miss 
Corbett’s story is th at she was giventhic 
paper in W. T. W illiam s’ office. It was 
m eant to frighten Mrs. Davidson from 
taking any further interest in the cape 
against G arrett. 
Some one came in, and 
the paper was torn up and thrown out of 
the window. Josie told Deputy District 
Attorney B. W. Diehl of the matter, and 
he w ent down with her to get the scraps. 
They got them , and in Peyton’s law 
office Diehl pasted them together so as 
to make the letter above. H eie tbe 
good-natured Joeie was turned over 
from 
the 
gentle 
and 
encsuraging 
manipulation 
of 
Mr. 
Peyton 
to 
the 
very 
diverse 
prccesees 
of 
M r. W illiams 
in 
cross-examination. 
The effort of the attorney for the defense 
was at once directed to the paet record 
of his victim. He plied her with the 
same questions in protean forms until the 
Court threatened him with a fine. 
The 
attorney tacked to windward and began 
getting ont of the witness the details of a 
conversation he had with her at his 
office. 
Miss Corbett, who is decidedly 
bright, and who bubbled over with good 
humor nearly all the time she stood this 
terrible ordeal, between redhot legal 
brands, said she remembered Mr, Wil- 
'!íam g a t that time told her he was sick 
and tired of G arrett. W illiams did not 
w ant th at pari of the conversation, and 
possibly fearing to bring out more in the 
same vein, he veered again. This time 
he asked her as to 
her 
testimony 
given 
in 
the 
other 
trials. 
She 
put a bold face ou the m atter 
and 
said th at 
it was nearly 
all false. 
H er justification was that ehe was in 
G arrett’s power, and fearing his threats 
w hile trusting his promises to take care 
of her, if she told the story he wished 
her to tell, she testified as he dictated to 
her. W illiams here out-Heroded Herod 
by asking her who paid for the clothes she 
was wearing. 
Josie íb poor, and the in- 
uendo in the question was plain. 
But 
before an objection could be interposed, 
Josie said, with much frankness: “ They 
belong to Mrs. Edgcomb, who lent them 
to me, eo I cannot tell you when they 
were bought or who paid for them .” 
Nothing taken aback, Mr. W illiams next 
asked her where she was getting her 
meals while in attendance on the court, 
b u t th e Judge threw the question out. 
An interlude was put in here. 
Henry 
C. Dibble, Esq., an attorney from San 
Francisco, here defending the Examiner 
in the Lucas libel case, was put on, as he 
was about to leave for home. 
He 
stated that he knew CaDtain Garrett in 
New Orleans, where Dibble was from 
1861 to 1877. H e eaid he had not beard 
G arrett’s character discussed, but he be­ 
lieved it was good. 
H e acknowledged 
th at he knew nothing of G arrett’s pri­ 
vate life. Major Dibble was in the army 
during the war, and loet a leg in battle. 
H e is a Grand Army m an, as is also 
Captain Garrett. 
In the afternoon Miss Corbett was 
again put under cross-examioation. Mr. 
W illiams took up the conversation on the 
street corner where Garrett told her of 
his relations w ith M&lia. Then he went 
into her life at home, her acquaintance 
with Mrs. Davidson, her going to Mrs. 
W atson; but nothing of a material na­ 
ture was elicited. The same questions 
were reiterated again and again, until the 
C ourt interfered, and 
told Mr. Wil­ 
liams 
not 
to 
go over 
the same 
ground 
so 
often. 
He 
then 
went 
into the paper found outside his own 
office. 
His effort was to prove that 
Nettie Keyes wrote the letter at the dic­ 
tation of some one. 
The purpose of this 
would be to show a consDiracy to ruin 
G arrett. Miss Josie said she did not 
know who wrote the letter. In some 
respects she thought it resem bled Gar­ 
rett’s hand, and in others 
N ettie’s. 
W illiams asked her if she ever saw any 
such paper as the letter was written on 
in his office, and she replied very 
promptly that she had seen plenty of it, 
and had seen Garrett take some of it 
•w ay. 
Then the attorney went back to the 
street-car episode and closely questioned 
her as to all the circumstances connected 
with her telling Peyton about that. She 
told him ehe related the matter to Mrs. 
Davidson, then about Peyton coming. 
T hat night ehe wrote out the statements, 
and next day she gave the paper to Pey 
ton. 
When asked why she did not tell 
him instead of writing it out, she replied 
th at she did not want to converse with 
the lawyer about the matter—“ It was 
too nasty.” 
The cross-examination was intermin­ 
able, but the Court came to the reecue 
again, and told Mr. Williams he must 
take up some new line of examination or 
the witness would be excused. 
After Miss Corbett was relieved Mr. 
B .W . Diehl took the stand and told of find­ 
ing th e Davidson letter, outside the office 
window of Mr. Williams, and about piee 
ingrit together. 
M rs. Davidson followed and told about 
Josie’s writing out the statem ents as to 
the street-car conversation. 
Then Mrs. W atson was called for, but 
it was announced that she was ill and 
unable to come to the court. 
H ere fol­ 
lowed the event ot the day. Malia Edg­ 
com b withdrew from the room, and Mr. 
Peyton approached her mother and 
whispered th at ehe was to take the wit­ 
ness stand. 8he was sobbing piteously, 
and as she took the oath her voice was 


drowned with tears. Captain G arrett 
was very busy with some papers on the 
table at this time and did not look up 
Later he raised his eyes and stared 
around the room in an air of non­ 
chalance that appeared to be assumed. 
Attorney Peyton said, after th e wit­ 
ness had stated her nam e to be Annie C. 
Daniel, “ Do you know Mrs. Edgcomb?” 
Tbe witness was silent for some mo­ 
ments, excepting for the renewed Bobs 
that shook her whole fram e. 
She said 
between the sobs: 
'She is my daughter.” 
‘By whom?” asked the attorney. 
There was the same silence, interrupted 
with sobs, as she answ ered: 
‘ By Mr. G arrett.” 
By F. M. G arrett, the defendant?” 
asked the attorney. 
“ Y es,” was the reply. 
A pin could have been heard to drop 
all over the court room during these 
questions and replies. 
A few more 
questions completed the exam ination 
of this witness. 
She said she was 
a resident of New Orleans; that she is 
now m arried; that she came here when 
she heard of Malia’s trouble; that she 
had not seen her before for eight or nine 
y ea rs; that when she arrived here she 
took a carriage and went to Malia’s 
home on Alpine street, where she saw 
and recognized her daughter. 
“ You may take the w itness,” said 
Peyton. 
The counsel for the defense whispered 
a few words, and then Mr. Williams an­ 
nounced that he did not desire to cross­ 
examine this witness. W ith this decided 
surprise the case closed for the day. The 
prosecution is pretty near ready to rest. 


PUBLIC W ORKS. 


R ecoinuicndntlonN to B e M ade to 
tb e C o u n c il M e u d a y . 
The Board of Public W orks met yes­ 
terday and decided to mako the follow­ 
ing recommendations to the Council on 
M onday: 
T hat the petition of W. H . Mace pro­ 
testing against the laying of sidewalks on 
Orange street, between Pearl and Kip, 
be filed. 
That the proteet of M rs. H. P. Lantz 
et al. against the proposed grading of 
Eighth street, between Grand avenue 
and Pearl, be granted, and the Clerk be 
instructed to suspend further proceed­ 
ings in the matter. 
That on the petition of M. G. McKoon 
et al., calling attention to the damage 
done to Kip street by recent storms, the 
Street Superintendent be directed to re­ 
pair said street. 
T hat the petition of C. B. Hamil 
ton et al. asking permission to grade 
Patton street, between Temple and Belle­ 
vue avenue, by private contract, be 
granted, and the City Attorney bo in­ 
structed to draft an ordinance accord­ 
ingly. 
That the proteet of N. W . Stowell, in 
regard to the grading of a portion of 
Tenth street, in front of lot on southeast 
corner of Grand avenue, be referred to 
the City Clerk to ascertain from the 
records whether the protestant paid for 
the grading of said street, as claim ed; 
eaid record being iu volume 21, page 407 
of City Records. 
That the protest of V. 8otello et al., 
against the grading of W alters street, 
from Alameda to Upper Main, be denied, 
as sufficient frontage to bar the work is 
not represented. 
That on the protest of Mrs. L. C. 
Easton, against the grading of Grand 
avenue in front of her property, between 
Third and Fourth streets, the Street Su­ 
perintendent be directed to notify the 
contractor that the proceedings called 
for grading only that portion of the street 
not already graded and accepted. 
That the protest ol J. Garibaldi, against 
the grading of Walters street, from Upper 
M ain to Baena Vista, be denied, as no 
am ount of frontage is stated in the pro­ 
test. 
T hat the protest oi S. C. Foy, against 
the proposed change in the grade of 
Seventh street at Pearl street, be referred 
to the City Engineer to confer with Mr. 
Foy. as the reasons stated in his commu 
nication are the very reasonB why the 
change should ba made. 
T hat the petition of Mrs. Geo. Stone- 
m an, calling attention to the dangerous 
condition of the alley west of Grand 
avenue and between M anhattan and 
Adams streets, be referred to the Street 
Superintendent with instructions to see 
that the ordinance requiring th a t all 
gravel pits be fenced, be at once com­ 
plied with. 
That iu regard to the grading of Hope 
street, between Fourth 
and 
Second 
streets, an invitation be extended to the 
property owners interested to m eet the 
board next Friday at 10 a. m. 
That the petition of Lewis Wilson et 
al., asking that Baena Vista street be 
graded between Bishop’s road and the 
south line of Solano avenue, be referred 
to the City Engineer to draft the neces 
eary ordinance of intention. 
T hat the petition of Eliza Griffin, pro­ 
testing against the manner in which 
Farragut Btreet is being graded, be re­ 
ferred to the Street Superintendent to 
investigate. 
That in the m atter of grading a portion 
of Turner street, on which no bids have 
been received, the clerk be instructed to 
re-advertise. 
That the petition of J. T. M urray, 
calling attention to the fact that five feet 
taken off of his lot on Seventh street by was 
the city, said lot being lot No. 15, block 
10 of the Fairm ount tract, be filed. 
That the ordinance to re-grade the 
streets in the Temple-street district, be 
passed. 
The board again calls attention to the 
m atter of the grade at Bellevue avenue 
and Holliday street. The grade can be 
fixed by lowering the curb for a short 
distance on the side of the street at a 
m uch smaller cost than to raise the other 
eide to conform therewith. 
In regard to the limits in whiah brick­ 
kilns shall be m aintained, the board asks 
for further tim e in which to make a re­ 
port. 
On the communication from E. W. 
Montgomery asking to be allowed, at his 
own expense, to dig a trench in Cush­ 
m an street to carry off .the storm-water 
from flooding 
his 
premises, recom 
mended that the same be referred to the 
<3ity Engineer for investigation. 
Recommended that the following peti­ 
tions be filed, as the m atters to which 
they refer have been acted upon: Of 
Sarah G. H ildreth; of John A. Willis, 
against tbe proposed change of grade of 
Buena Vista street; of Jam es R. W alker; 
of Chas. J . Ellis; of Frank E . A dam s; of 
H. Green wait et a l ; of M. S. H asham ; 
of Cahuenga valley railroad; of J. B. 
Eagan et al., and of A. L. Austin et a l.; 
together with the ordinance to lay side­ 
walks on Olive street, between Second 
and Third. 
Recommended that 
the grades of 
Strelitz street, and of Fourth and Fifth 
streets, between Lucas and Bixel, be es­ 
tablished, and the City Engineer be in­ 
structed to present the ordinance of in* 
tention. 
Recommended that the bid of Boyes & 
Crowley for grading Jefferson street, be­ 
tween Main and Figueroa streets, at 
$1.54 per lineal foot, be accepted, and 
th a t the resolution of award be passed. 
Recommended that the bid of Frick 


Bros, for laying storm drain across pri­ 
vate property, from Pearl and Banker 
H ill to Temple and Beaudry streets, a* 
$1 per lineal foonfor laying 30-inch round 
pipe, and 30 cents per cubic yard for ex­ 
cavation and re-filling, and $41.50 each 
for catch basins, be accepted. 
Recommended that all bids for grading 
Carroll avenue be rejected. 
Recommended that the bid of M. Zu- 
reti for laying cem ent walks and curbs 
on Requena street, between Loa Angeles 
and W ilmington, at 10 cents per square 
foot for sidewalk, and 32 cents per lineal 
foot for curb, be accepted, and the reso­ 
lution of award be passed. 


A g r ic u ltu r a l S ta tistics. 
Mr. A. H . Denker, who represents the 
Departm ent of Agriculture for the county 
of Los Angeles recently received from 
Secretary J. M. Rusk a circular asking 
for full information on the m atter of the 
quantity and value of stock in this sec­ 
tion. It íb arranged in tabular form and 
the correspondent is asked to state the 
total num ber as compared with the re­ 
turns made in 1889 of horses, mules, 
milch cows, oxen, sheep end hogs. The 
price is also asked lor these animals at 
various ageB, and as a special item the 
correspondent ie asked to state the num ­ 
ber of sheep killed by dogs in the course 
of the year. Mr. Denker has set about 
obtaining these statistics.

After hearing Whelp- 
ley’s statement the commitee made an in­ 
vestigation into the legal aspect of the 
case, with a result most unsatisfactory to 
the members whoBe salaries are in ar­ 
rears. Although the matter is still an 
open question, it appears ss the result of 
the inquiry so far that the responsibility 
for the loss cannot be located.

their missing salaries.

I t was the misfortune of men 
like the dead Southern leader th at he 
was the scapegoat of sectional differences 
th at were certain to be put to the arbitra­

day.

W ebster, in the debate w ith H ayne, 
acquitted himself of the m asterly and 
im passioned peroration, beginning “ 0 
w hen mine eyes are turned to Bee th e 
sun go down for the last tim e in the 
heavens, may J not see him go down on 
a country dissevered, belligerent/' he 
had little hope th at his wishas would be 
gratified, or, if they were to the extent 
of 
sparing 
him self 
the 
pain 
of 
seeing 
his 
country 
plunged 
civil 
war 
he 
knew 
that 
the 
inevitable was sim ply 'postponed, not 
averted. The long constitutional debate 
was certain to end in the sword. 
The 
verdict upon the interm inable contro­ 
versy was paseed at Appomattox Court 
House, and it was against Mr. Davis and 
h is associates. 
His was no vulgar trea­ 
son. 
He played his part on a grand 
theater with force and dignity, and if 
success had crowned his efforts he would 
have been an 
epic character. 
His 
abilities were commanding, his conrage 
high and resolved, and it was his m is­ 
fortune 
as 
well 
as 
his 
country's 
th at 
they 
were not 
dedicated 
in 
all the decades of his manhood to th e 
service of his country, as they assuredly 
were in his earlier manhood. 
He never 
lost his hold npon the love and adm ira­ 
tion of his 8onthern followers; and the 
U nited States, trium phant and prosper­ 
ous beyond m easure, can afford to look 
with indnlgence npon the tributes of 
love and adm iration which his com­ 
rades will lavish upon his rem ains. 
The North has an inexhaustible reser­ 
voir of lessouB of patriotism which will 
be in no whit dim inished if, while th e 
dead leader of the “ Lost C anse" is on h is 
way to the tom b, a little of the bitterness 
which was directed towards bim for years 
should be for the m om ent interm itted. 


T hi* press of Southern California with 
scarcely an exception has copied editor­ 
ially and com mented on the H e r a l d ’s 
letter from Nephi containing the intelli 
gence that the Denver & Rio Grande was 
pushing its road to Loa Angeles. The 
Ban Bernardino Courier, in its issue of 
th e 3d inst., copies the letter and says: 
The H e r a l d again m akes another im ­ 
portant railroad announcement, and one 
entitled to just as much credit as was its 
announcement some time ago of the not 
distant advent of the U tah road. 
This 
time the H e r a l d heralds the coming of 
th e Denver A Rio Grande road. 
There 
is

this. 
Southern California is in lack. She will 
soon have four transcontinental roads 
competing for her favors. 
Ia this connection our able and viva­ 
cious contemporary is kind enough to 
say : 
The Los Angeles H e r a l d has always 
had a glowing, inextinguishable faith in 
Southern California. It has believed in 
the land of the orange and the vine, the 
m agnolia and the jasm ine, as ardently 
as did C hristian m a rtjr in his religion. 
The H k r a l d is never discouraged, and is 
alwayB so enthusiastic that the faint­ 
hearted think it optimistic. 
Y et, so far, 
its faith has not been w ithout reward, 
while its predictions, jadged by the 
event, have as a rule materialized in 
actual happenings. It has long and per­ 
sistently insisted that the U tah South­ 
ern, or rather the Union Pacific, was 
booked for Los Angeles. 
Other papers 
doubted, some of them sneered, but the 
H k r a l d was always confident.

The Union Pacific is coming 
to Southern California. 
There is no 
doubt about it, while in sayiog that it is 
oomiDg to Southern California, is virtu­ 
ally saying th at it is coming to Los An­ 
geles. 
W hether San Diego enterprise 
secures the advent of th e Union Pacific 
or not, the Angelic City surely will. For 
th at road to extend to Southern Califor­ 
n ia without entering Los Angeles would 
Barely be a magnificent instance of neg­ 
lecting the greater for the sake of the 
less.

The annual report of Col. B. H . G rier­ 
son, of the Tenth C avalry, Brevet Major- 
General U. 8. A rm y, commanding the 
D epartm ent of Arizona, to the W ar 
Departm ent, is an exceedingly interest­ 
ing document and very inportant w ithal. 
It deserves to rank with any of the 
state papers relating to the arid regions 
of the United States. 
He embodies in 
it his own personal and exhaustive 
knowledge of Arizona and New Mexico. 
Prepared last Septem ber, before the ad­ 
vent of the A rid Land Comm ittee of the 
U nited StateB Senate, he really antici- 
body. 
H e enters at some length into 
pates the most valuable suggestions of that 
details of the geographical features of 
th e territories nam ed, describing their 
physical characteristics minutely. 
He 
has no hesitation in saying that, in the 
waters of the Rio Grande, the Pecos, 
Colorado, V erde, Salt and Gila rivera, 
and 
their 
numerous 
tributaries, 
that 
vaBt 
territory 
has 
a 
guaran­ 
tee 
that 
at 
some 
future 
day 
its productiveness will equal th a t of any 
other portion of the globe. H e says: “ It 
“ is evident that by a proper system of 
“ irrigation, all products usually found in 
“ semi-tropical clim ates could be readily 
“ raised in abundance, am ple to sustain 
“ a dense population besides aiding to 
“ supply the markets of other parts of 
“ the w orld." 
Col. Grierson also revives the obsolete 
project of Dr. Wozencraft, of inundating 
those portions of the Colorado Desert 
which lie below th e level of the ocean 
with waters from th e Gnlf of California. 
He thinks this would result in a benefi­ 
cial modification of the arid climate of 
Arizona and New Mexico. 
This project 
has been often discussed, and the opin­ 
ion of scientists and intelligent people 
generally is very m uch divided concern­ 
ing it. 
We don’t believe that as. many 
people could be found to favor this notion 
now as twenty-five years ago. 
In his review of the general possibili­ 
ties of this whole section of country Col. 
Grierson is lum inous ami even eloquent. 
He ia entirely right in his view that 
“ grandly elaborate system of irrigation 
“ for the development of the arable lands 
“ of our present territories and W estern 
“ States is becoming a pressing necessity 
“ for the proper supply of the rapidly in­ 
c re a sin g population." 
H e refers to “ a projected line of rail­ 
w a y —the construction of which is con­ 
te m p la te d —through the center of North 
“ America from H udson's Bay, in the 
“ B ritish 
Possessions, 
to 
Mazatlan, 
“ Mexico, and thence along the Pacific 
“ Coast to South A m erica." Col. Grier­ 
son looks npon this vast and expansive 
scheme as perfectly practicable, and as 
certain to be achieved by the capital and 
enterprise of the age. I t is worthy of re­ 
mark that he anticipated the recent die- 
cuesion of this m atter which has grown 
oat of the assembling cf the Pan Ameri­ 
can Congress. 
The moat interesting portions of this 
report, which is written like a fascinat­ 
ing magazine article, are those in which 
Colonel Grierson gives his views as to 
the future of th e military forces stationed 
in Arizona and New Mexico, and of the 
disposition of their garrisons. H e takes 
the ground th a t the Indian question has 
been so far disposed of, and the frontier 
qaeBtion so near its ultim ate adjustm ent 
th at in the future it will not be necessary 
to maintain the numorous scattered posts 
which at present abound in Arizona and 
New Mexico. 
H e favors the concentra­ 
tion of these forces on the sea-coast. 
He earnestly recommends the bnilding 
of groat fortifications on the promontory 
a t San Pedro and on Point Loma, 
a t 
the 
m onth 
of 
the 
harbor 
of 
San 
Diego, 
where 
all 
the 
scattered forces assigned to duty in this 
part of the U nited 
States could be 
gathered into 
camps 
of instruction. 
He thinks that San Pedro will always 
rem ain the port for the greater portion of 
the trade of Southern California and the 
great interior belt of country, rem inds 
the War D epartm ent that it is already a 
great railway center, and expresses it as 
his unhesitating opinion that the harbor, 
npon which already considerable pro­ 
gress has been m ade, should be im­ 
proved at the expense of the government. 
On each of the camps of instruction, 
who3© formation he recommends, he 
thinks that fully $1,000,000 should be 
spent at once. 
Of course this would be 
but a beginning. 
The com mander of the D epartm ent of 
Arizona ehows him self in his report 
to be a loyal lover of the Pacific Coast.

The idea of dem anding a few dollars for 
California seems to scare moBt of our 
Congressmen to death. They ought to 
improve on their record.

minutes, breathing 
Boftly but faintly. More and inore feeble 
became his respirations, till they passed 
into silence, and then the watchers 
knew that the silver cord had been 
loosed, and the Father of the Confeder­ 
acy was dead. 
DISTANT RELATIVES NOTIFIED. 
W hen the fam ily had partially recov­ 
ered from the shock. Mr. Farrar sent 
dispatches to Miss W innie Davis, who is 
in Paris with Mrs. Pulitzer, to Davis’ 
son-in-law, in Colorado City, and also 
notified Governor Lowry, of Mississippi 
Mrs. Hayes, Davis’ daughter, due ves 
terday, was detained last night at Fort 
W orth, and is not expected to be in the 
city until Saturday. 
Judges Fer.ner and Farrar have the 
affairs of the dead man in hand, but the 
latter said last night that they would not 
take any steps looking to the funeral till 
they had a consultation with M rs. Davis, 
who at present is too much grieved to be 
approached on tbesnbjact. 
F arrar stated that he did not know but 
that Mrs. Davis received some final wish 
from her husband regardiug the place of 
burial, but she had not yet intim ated 
where she desired the iuterinent made 
THE WIDOW’» GRIEF. 
Despite the fact that the end had come 
slowly and peacefully, and after she had 
been face to face with the reality for 
hours, the blow fell with crushing force 
upon the afflicted widow. 
As long as 
there had been work for either head or 
hands, she had borne up bravely, and 
not until her tendor ministrations were 
lost did she seem to realize th e terrible 
force of the blow that had fallen upon 
her. 
Knowing of a predisposition to 
heart affliction, the doctors were at once 
gravely alarm ed for her. They promptly 
adm inistered a composing draught, anti 
in a few hours she was resting quietly. 
THE d e c e a s e d ’s LAST ILLNESS. 
It is believed the foundation of Mr. 
Davis’ last illness was m alaria, compli 
cated with acute 
bronchitis. Careful 
nursing and skilled m edical attention 
had mastered the latter, but it is sup­ 
posed that the congestive chill, which 
was the immediate cause of his death, 
was due to a return of m alaria. 
After 
death the face of the deceased, though 
looking somewhat em aciated, showed no 
trace of suffering, more nearly resem ­ 
bling that of a peaceful sleeper than of 
the dead. 
THE MAYOR’S PROCLAMATION. 
Mayor Shakespeare issued a proclama 
tion announcing Davis’ death, and invit­ 
ing the Presidents of the various ex­ 
changes and commercial bodies and a 
number of prominent citizens to m eet at 
the City H all to make proper arrange­ 
ments for the funeral. The Mayor, in 
his proclamation, said: 
" i t ia with the deepest regrot that I 
announce to the people of the city of 
New Orleans the departure from this 
life, of Jefferson Davis. 
He needs no 
eulogy from me. 
His life is history, 
and his memory is enshrined in the 
heart of every man, woman and child 
in this broad South. 
We all loved him

THE BODY TO LIB IN STATE. 
In response to the proclam ation a 
num ber of representative citizens as­ 
sembled in the Mayor’s parlor in the 
City Hall this afternoon. It was agreed 
that the body,which has been embalmed, 
should be removed tonight to the City 
H all, where it will rem ain until Wed­ 
nesday next, in charge of a guard of 
honor.

sumed his argument in behalf of the 
prosecution in the Cronin trial this 
morning, devoting his rem arks 
espe­ 
cially to showing that Beggs, as defender 
of th e “ triangle,” was therefore ready 
to think ill of Cronin. 
Hyneg, dwelt on the scene in tiie Carl­ 
son eottkge, and continued: “ Gentlemen 
of the jury, this savagery and brutality 
is palmed off on you as patriotism . Many 
and many a hot Irish act has brought 
calam ity, suffering and ehame to the face 
of the Irish people, but in all their his­ 
tory in the past, and in all the history 
they can make in the future, this will 
stand out as the one conspicuous monu­ 
m ent of sham e 
against 
these Irish 
people and upon the reputation and 
character of the honorable geuerosity of 
the race." 
. H ynes graphically pictured the finding 
of the corpse, and said the finding upon 
it of the Agnus Dei, an emblem of his 
faith and religion, indicates one thing— 
th at the men who killed Cronin had the 
sam e faith, for they left th e emblem 
they found around the neck of the man 
they murdered. 
After vividly describ­ 
ing the supposed ac; ions of the m urderers 
after disposing of 
the body, Hynes 
scored O'Sullivan and wondered w hether 
when he went to bed at night: 
“ Did 
th at ghastly picture of his dead friend, 
head foremost in the sewer, his head: 
beaten and battered with the blows that 
struck his life out—did the picture of that 
body in the sower ever haunt him ? Did 
the horror of that scene ever stir hie 
soul to one moment of repentauce?" 
Speaking of Burke’s 
flight, Hynes 
referred to his “ triaDgle of aliases in

The scaffold was of the Brooklyn pat­ 
tern, in which a heavy counter-weight 
draws up the victims with a sudden 
movement, The necks of both were in­ 
stantly dislocated. 
Neither made any 
confession of guilt nor asserted his inno­ 
cence. The gallows was constructed to 
hang all five Indians at one time, but 
was readjusted fo r two a fte r the o th e rs 
suicided W ednesday n ig h t. 
S h eriffs 
Nugent, of Yuma, and Ryan, of Gila 
countieB, were present, and 
several 
visitors from other portions of th e Terri­ 
tory. 
Qtii-Say-Nacon, who was hanged, and 
Gon-Sha and Ah-Ki-feay-8a-Ya, who su­ 
icided, murdered William Diehl near the 
San Pedro river in June, 1887. They 
wero of a hand of fifteen who went od 
a raid after the shooting of A1 Sieber, 
chief of the scouts, at San CarloB. The 
Indians came upon Diehl kt work in his 
field and shot him dead. After the raid 
was over they returned to the reserva­ 
tion, and were afterwards turned over to 
the United States M arshal and taken to 
P htraix and tried in the United States 
Court. Gan-feha was sentenced to hang 
and the others to imprisonment. In the 
fall of 1888 all were released on a w rit of 
error by the United States Supreme 
Court, which decided that they m ust be 
Jried by the Territorial court. They 
were biought to Florence iast sum m er, 
tried in October, «nd septenced to dsach.

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FOUND DEAD. 


A n O ld N a i A p p a r e n tly K ille d by 
th e C a rs. 
About 8 o’clock yesterday morning the 
body of an old m an was found lying at 
the Bide of the Southern Pacific railroad 
track by a section hand, about 400 yards 
from the four-mile honee, cast of this 
city. 
H e came into town and reported 
his discovery at headquarters. 
Coroner 
M eredith was notified, and drove ont to 
th e place to investigate the m atter. The 
body was brought into the city and taken 
to the morgue, where a poet mortem ex­ 
amination was made by Dr. T . J . Mc­ 
Carty. 
The only external m arks of vio­ 
lence upon the body were an inciBed 
wound under the chin, which had evi­ 
dently been caused by a sharp instru­ 
m ent penetrating upwards through to the 
right cheek, where a smaller hole was 
found; a small contused wound on the 
right hip, and another on the right arm 
below the elbow, and a small abrasion 
on the back of the left hand. 
The chest 
was apparently deformed, as there was a 
depression but no wound. 
It was subse­ 
quently ascertained, however, that every 
one of the m an’s ribs were broken, and 
one of the fractured ribs had lacerated 
the right side of the heart, a wound 
which must have produced instantaneous 
death. 
In the meantime Coroner Meredith 
had made inquiries which resulted in 
the identification of the body as that of 
Jonathan 
P . Young, the 70-year-old 
Smtleruan who escaped from the County 
oepital 
on Thnrsday morning last, 
after having been committed to that 
institution 
by Judge Van Dyke, on 
W ednesday, as he was pronounced non 
compos mentis by the Lunacy Commis­ 
sioners. A telegram was dispatched to 
Nestor A. Young, a son of the deceased, 
at San Diego, notifying him of the death 
of his father, and he replied by wire that 
he would be in Los Angeles on this 
morning’s train. An inquest will be 
held at 11 o’clock, at which it is expected 
that the son will be called apon to testify. 
The deceased, who was a prominent 
member of the Seventh Day A dventists' 
denomination, had lived with a family 
at Azusa, until a few days ago, when, it is 
said, he waB turned out, notw ithstand­ 
ing the fact that his son paid for the old 
m an’s board and lodging at a stipulated 
Bum per month. 
Though at first it was thought the 
cause of death would be traced to the 
small wound under the old m an’s chin, 
and it appeared improbable that such a 
wound could be caused by a train, the 
fact developed by the autopsy, th a t all 
the ribs were broken, has dispelled all 
doubt as to the cause of death. W hether 
the old m an was killed accidentally or with 
intent to commit suicide, is a question 
which csnnot be fully determ ined upon 
at present, as no one can be found who 
saw the train, if any there was, strike 
him. 


T o m D a d d y ’s S e n ten ce.

The long and eventful life of Jefferson 
Davis has been rounded with sleep. 
Ths time has not yet come for a true 
history of the m an or his deeds. The 
next 
generation 
will 
raise 
up 
its 
Plutarch, who, unbiased by sectional or 
party hate, will give his true history 
W hat that history will be, we will not 
attem pt to outline. 
Times change, and 
we change with them . 
For a decade 
after the war of the revolution English 
historian* and the English press held up 
George W ashington as the incarnation of 
treason. 
Since that tim e English bards 
have apotheosized his nam e, English 
statesmen have held him up as the ex­ 
emplar of unsullied patriotism , and the 
descendants of those against whom he 
fought would now gladly enthrone him 
amid the mighty dead of Westminster 
Abbey. 
# 
Had Abraham Lincoln lived in the 
South, in all human 
probability he 
would have been the leader in the seces­ 
sion movement. It was his good fortnne 
to have espoused that side ot a great n a­ 
tional question 
which 
could 
throw 
almost 3,000,000 men and a large navy 
in the balance. 
I t was the bad fortune 
of Jefferson Davis to have espoused the 
cause of a people weak in num bers and 
without a navy. As Mr. Lincoln, great 
as he was, was not entitled to all the 
Ílory 
of 
saving 
the 
Union, 
Mr. 
•avis 
should 
not 
bear 
all 
the 
odinm of having tried to destroy it. 
A question which profoundly stirred the 
minds of the framers of the original 
Constitution—a question which evoked 
the grand intellectual com bat between 
Webster and Calhoun—was certainly a 
question on which honest men might 
differ, without all the patriotism being 
on one side or all the treason beiDg on 
the other. 
The nation has long since forgiven 
Alexander H . Stephens, General Lee 
aod Stonewall Jackson. Jefferson Davis 
was not a w hit more guilty than they. 
Lee and Jackson executed iu the field 
the plans devised by Davis and Stephens 
in the C abinet 
Every intelligent man 
who fongbt on the side of the South was 
as guilty of treason as was Mr. Davis. 
W hen the war closed and the banner 
which had been incarnadined with the 
best blood of the Sonth was furled, the 
people of th a t section were willing for 
Mr. Davis to retire from the public gaze. 
Like all unsuccessful leaders, he was, to 
some extent, nnder the ban of public 
sentiment. If left alono, he would soon 
have dropped out of the world’s thought. 
But he was arrested and imprisoned for 
two long, weary years. The sins of the 
South must be expiated by some vicari­ 
ous sufferer. 
Mr. Davis 
was 
the 
victim. Figuratively im paled on the 
cross, 
he 
was 
lifted 
up 
for 
two sad years—the scorn of the victor, 
the uncrowned hero of the vanquished, 
The Sonth, Btanding amid the ashes of 
her desolation, lifted her streaming eyes 
to him who had become the vicarious 
sacrifice for her sins. Those who had 
before criticised Mr. Davis, now became 
his ardent admirers, and the Govern­ 
ment, by this policy er impolicy, made 
him the idol of the southern he?rt. 
Every man living on the Pacific Coast 
owes something to 
Jofferson Davis. 
W hen our little arm y on the field of 
Buena Vista was about to be over­ 
whelmed with a superior force, when the 
Mexican lancers were driving back on 
their lines, it was Jefferson Davis, with 
his Mississippi regiment who shattered 
the Mexican legions and snatched vic­ 
tory from almoBt certain defeat. Wounded 
as he was, he 6at on his horse during the 
fight, while his biood, which was a part 
of the price paid for California, trickled 
down from his stirrups. 
That Mr. Davis had faults, no one will 
deny, but grievously has he suffered for 
them. 
At the close of the war th6 United 
States came very near attaining the high­ 
est position in the family of nations by 
extending to Mr. Davis the same mag­ 
nanimous terms accorded by General 
Grant to General Lee. This she failed 
to do. 
General G rant, or the now lamented 
Lincoln, would have included Jefferson 
Davis in the general am nesty, just as were 
included Lee and others, bad not the 
political hate of bomb-proof non-combat­ 
ants arrayed itself 
against it. 
The 
armies of the North, when 2,700,000 
answered to the roll-call, never inflicted 
on the South a blow eo terrible ao the 
fatal bullet which took away the life of 
Abraham Lincoln. 
W hile Mr. Lincoln 
was a striking exemplification of the in­ 
tellectual force of the nation, he was 
one of those who believed that love and 
forgiveness more subdued a brave though 
fallen foe than words of hate and m eth­ 
ods of torture. 
The men who followed the fortunes of 
Mr. Davis for four years, while now loyal 
to the very core to the United States 
Government, will drop a tear to his 
memory as a 
representative 
of 
the 
highest culture, the broadest patriotism 
and the noblest manhood of the South.
